NEW YORK CAP) — Former 
President Herbert Hoover, 90, 
afflicted by massive internal 
bleeding, passed a comfortable 
night, his doctors announced 
this morning. 
The b l e e d i n g has been 
stopped, 
t h e announcement 
said. But doctors termed his 
condition still serious 
“ The outlook is grave,” the 
statement said. 
The 10:30 a.m. bulletin con 
cerning the nation's 31st presi* 
dent said his blood count has 
been restored to normal. 
“ However, the massive loss 
of blood into his gastrointes. 
tinal tract has resulted in the 
accumulation of toxic products 
in his bloodstream which have 
induced a state of unresponsive­ 
ness,1” the bulletin said. 
“ Efforts have been undertake 
en to clear his system of these 
toxic elements, but the outlook 
is grave,” it added. 
A 
press 
spokesman 
for 
Hoover declined to elaborate on 
the “ state of unresponsive­ 
ness” mentioned in the bulle­ 
tin. 
Hoover's third attack of inter 
nal bleeding within 16 months 
struck him early Sunday. He 
was in his Waldorf Towers suite 
where he has been confined by 
failing health most of the time 
for two years. 
A late afternoon medical bul 
letin said Hoover was “ comfor­ 
table and in no pain.” The bull» 
tin, signed by three physicians 
said 
that Hoover remained 
“ critically ill.” 
“ Blood loss from the upper 
gastrointestinal tract has con 
tinued but it appears lessening 
Replacement of blood by trans­ 
fusions has kept pace with the 
losses which have been large/ 
the bulletin said. 
“ His blood pressure, pulse 
and vital signs are stable. 
“ The prognosis is extremely 
guarded, especially in view of 
the patient's advanced age.” 
The bulletin was issued by Dr. 
Michael J. Lepore, Hoover’s 
personal physician, and Drs. 
Howard Patterson and J. Beall 
Rodgers. 
Neil MacNeil, a press spokes­ 
man for Hoover and \ former 
assistant managing editor of the 
New York Times, said the cur­ 
rent illness began at 3:55 p.m. 
Saturday. 
The initial report said the 
bleeding occurred during the 
night as two nurses were at­ 
tending Hoover. 
A medical bulletin issued by 
Dr. Lepore at 8:45 a.m. Sunday 
was the first public word that 
Hoover had taken a turn for the 
worse. It told of the sudden and 
massive hemorrhage and of the 
transfusions. 
Hoover’s younger son, Allan, 
arrived at the suite sick room 
shortly after the announcement. 
The former president’s other 
son, Herbert Jr., was out of the 
city. Hoover’s wife, the former 
Lou Henry, died in 1944. 
MacNeil said that Hoover, 
who has not made a public ap­ 
pearance in 17 months, had 
been following current events 
with great interest.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson tells congres­ 
sional leaders today that t h e 
United 
States has 
made a 
“ good beginning” in relations 
with the new leaders of the 
Soviet Union and hopes the 
Kremlin will join in renewed, 
efforts to block any further 
spread of nuclear weapons. 
Johnson stressed both these 
points Sunday night in a report 
to the nation in which he also 
spoke of the possible use by Red 
China of “ nuclear blackmail” 
against other countries, now 
that it has exploded its first test 
bomb. 
He warned, furthermore, that 
what he calls China’s “ expen­ 
sive and demanding effort (to 
build nuclear weapons) tempts 
other states to equal folly — 
nuclear spread is dangerous to 
all mankind.” 
“ We continue to believe,” 
Johnson said, “ that the struggle 
against nuclear spread is as 
much in the Soviet interest as in 
our own. We will be ready to 
join with them and all the world 
— in working to avoid it.” 
At the same time the Presi­ 
dent announced in his radio­ 
television address that Wash­ 
ington will continue to support 
the limited nuclear test • ban 
treaty which the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Britain and 
more than 100 other nations 
signed last year. France and 
Communist China did not sign. 
“We call on the world—espe­ 
cially Red China — to join the 
nations which have signed that 
treaty,” Johnson said. 
The meeting with congres­ 
sional leaders, both Democrats 
and Republicans, was scheduled 
for the White House early this 
afternoon, ft was set up at the 
end of last week. Officials said 
that the President would cover 
substantially the same ground 
and the same major points 
which he made in his television 
broadcast on last week’s sensa­ 
tional developments in the 80- 
viet Union and Red China. 
Johnson’s reaction to the oust­ 
er of Soviet Premier Khru­ 
shchev and its significance for 
the United States, as he sees it, 
covered both the possibility of 
dangerous future crises and the 
hope that the new Kremlin lead­ 
ers will undertake new meas­ 
ures to strengthen world peace. 
Khrushchev 
was 
suddenly 
ousted Thursday and replaced 
by two men who share the pow­ 
er which he held alone — Com­ 
munist party leader Leonid L 
Brezhnev and Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin. 
Earlier Sunday Johnson sent 
greetings to Kosygin and said 
he hoped “our governments will 
work constructively in attempt­ 
ing to resolve the urgent inter* 
national problems facing us in 
the world.” 
fti his address Sunday night, 
Johnson had words of praise as 
well as criticism for the de­ 
posed Khrushchev, saying that 
he was “guilty of dangerous 
adventure” as in the Berlin and 
Cuban 
crises 
but that “he 
learned from mistakes and he 
was not blind to realities.” 
Of Khrushchev’s successors, 
Johnson said they are younger 
men who may be “less rooted in 
their past,” and (hey are said 
“to be realistic.” 
“We can hope that they will 
share with us our great objec­ 
tive; the prevention of nuclear 
war,” he added. 
He said the change in the 
Moscow high command means 
at least four things for Ameri­ 
cans: 
First-the men in the Kremlin 
“ remain dedicated, dangerous 
Communists” and the United 
States must maintain “steady 
vigilance” at a time of trouble 
in the Communist bloc because 
U£. strength 
“holds 
the 
balance firm against danger.” 
Second — “ There will be tur­ 
moil in the Communist world.” 
But the President said that the 
preoccupation of Kremlin chief­ 
tains with Communist problems 
is not all bad “because men who 
are busy with internal problems 
may not be tempted to reckless 
external acts.” 
Third — The forces working 
for greater independence in 
Communist-governed 
Eastern 
Europe “will continue to have 
our sympathy” and he added: 
“We will not give up our hope of 
building new bridges to these 


Fourth —- The course now 
followed by the United States 
“ must continue to prove that we 
on our side are ready to get on 
with the work of peace,” 
Johnson recalled that on Fri­ 
day he was officially informed 
through Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin that the new Kremlin 
regime planned no change in 
basic Soviet foreign policy- He 
said that in reply he had spoken 
frankly to the Soviet envoy-

Commu­ 
nism, even in such p rosp ering 
nations as France and Italy 
where it is not shielded from 
comp etition with enligh t e n e d 
Western cap italism, still ex ­ 
hibits a p op ular strength that 
cannot be accounted for solely 
on the basis of the p ersonal 
magnetism of a Thorez or a 
Togliatti. 
The real challenge of com­ 
munism does not lie in the fact 
that it has p roduced certain 
father-figures. It lies in the 
fact that it p roduces children.

Arthur Vandenberg, Jr., was 
bright, intelligent, a great as­ 
set to Eisenhower because of 
his intimate knowledge of Wash­ 
ington. Furtheimorehehadbeen 
assistant to his father, the late 
great Sen. Arthur Vandenberg 
of Michigan, when the Senator 
was Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee and had 
access to all State Dep artment 
dip lomatic and security sec­ 
rets. 
rets. Arthur, Jr., had access to 
them also. 
During the 1952 election, Ar­ 
thur serv ed as Eisenhower’s top 
assistant at a time when the 
general was getting secret in­ 
telligence rep orts from the p en­ 
tagon on the Korean War. Ar­ 
thur, Jr., had access to them 
too. 
Arthur was scheduled to be­ 
come no. 1 assistant to the new 
President, but at the very last 
minute someone went through 
his security file and he was 
eased out of Washington. 
— SENATOR’S SUICIDE— 
There was also the tragic case 
of Sen. Lester Hunt, Democrat 
of Wy oming, who shot himself 
when his son was arrested on 
a morals charge by the Wash­ 
ington police. 17 » book “ Adv ise 


and Consent,” was based p ar­ 
tially on this tragedy , but the 
novel had the facts comp letely 
cockey ed. 
I broke the unfortunate story 
and am familiar with how Hunt 
was threatened by the two Re­ 
p ublican Senators, the 
late 
Sty les 
Bridges 
of 
New 
Hamp shire and the late Herman 
Welker of Idaho, that they would 
reveal the facts regarding y oung 
Hunt unless the Senator, a p op ­ 
ular Democrat, agreed not to 
run for reelection. 
Young Hunt had been arrested 
in the men’s room of Lafay ette 
Park, a well known congregating 
p oint for homosex uals, but the 
case against him was not clear- 
cut, and in any event he was a 
first offender. So the p olice did 
not p ress the matter. 
Bridges and Welker, both Re­ 
p ublicans, dug up the facts, ac­ 
cused the p olice of covering up 
for a Democratic Senator, and 
told Hunt he would have to 
retire from the forthcoming 
Senate race. I p ublished the 
facts regarding their threats. 
Sen. Hunt, up set over the brow­ 
beating by his two Rep ublican 
colleagues and distressed over 
his son’s p redicament, commit­ 
ted suicide. 
—PRICE OF SILENCE— 
The fact that Walter Jenkins 
was suffering from this p roblem 
was not known in Washington. 
His arrest in 1959 was not 
known, and ex amination of the 
p olice records as of today shows 
that the arrest was for “ loiter­ 
ing around the men’s room and 
behaving in a susp icious man­ 
ner” at the YMCA. If Jenkins 
had chosen to fight the charge 
instead of forfeiting collateral 
he would have been acquitted. 
Obviously any trial on such a 
charge, however, is embarras­ 
sing. 
The above p robably ex p lains 
why the 1959 incident did not 
become a matter of any great 
moment on the Jenkins record. 
Jenkins, bey ond any question, 
was one of the men closest to 
President Johnson. He was so 
devoted that he worked in his 
office ev ery night until around 
midnight. Cabinet members and 
members of the Administration 
frequently got calls from Jen­ 
kins as late as midnight. And in 
recent weeks, as the election 
camp aign became more intense, 
Jenkins showed the marks of 
strain and ex haustion. 
Whatev er led J enkins to go 
ov er to the YMCA, just two 
blocks from the White House, 
at 8 :30 o’clock on the night 
of Oct. 7 , no one may ev er 


know. But what is known is 
that if he had chosen to con­ 
test the second arrest he would 
have been acquitted, for the ar­ 
rest, as now admitted by the 
p olice, was based on conv ersa­ 
tion heard from over a transom 
in the basement of the YMCA. 
Contesting these cases ob­ 
viously is more embarrassing 
than forfeiting collateral, and 
Jenkins chose the latter alter­ 
native. 
Jenkins has six children, in­ 
cluding a daughter in Marquette 
University in Milwaukee and a 
son in a military academy near 
Baltimore. 
—FARM PROSPERITY— 


A significant rep ort showing 
that p rice sup p orts have added 
about $6 billion annually to 
the nation’s net farm income in 
the p ast three y ears has just 
been p ublished by three mem­ 
bers of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee, Democrats George 
McGovern (S.C.) and Eugene 
McCarthy (Minn.), and Rep ub­ 
lican Milton Young (N.D.). 
The rep ort, which also shows 
that government acreaee con­ 
trols and p rice sup p orts kep t 
farm real estate values from 
“ falling sev eral billion dollars 
a y ear,” was p rep ared by Dr. 
Walter Wilcox of the Library 
of 
Congress, together with 
economists at Land Grant Uni­ 
v ersities and the Dep artment of 
Agriculture. 
Significantly , 
Rep ublican 
Young of North Dakota agreed 
with his two Democratic col­ 
leagues that the Kennedy -John- 
son Administrations had done an 
outstanding job for agriculture. 
The rep ort otherwise reveals 
that, due to Federal p rograms, 
net farm Income in the last 
three y ears has been “ almost 
double what it would have been” 
and that net farm income this 
y ear, 19 6 4, “ would be only half 
of its ex p ected $12 billion,” but 
for p rice sup p orts. 
Sens. Young, McGov ern, and 
McCarthy further rev eal: 
(1) That for ev ery $1 the Fed­ 
eral Commodity Credit Corp. 
spent on price supports, farm 
income was boosted $2.36 ; (2) 
That wheat producers’ income 
will be increased about $700,- 
000,000 this y ear by the Volun­ 
tary 
Wheat Certificate Pro- 
grame, approv ed last April. 
Also that feed grain producers’ 
incomes for 19 6 4 would be $2.6 
billion lower with no program, 
though their incomes actually 
hav e increased $200 for ev ery 
$100 the CCC has spent on the 
Feed Grain Program. 


Walter Reuther Launches Drive 
Aimed At Community Action by 
35 Million Peop le 
New York:— At 4 a.m., during 
the tense final hours of the auto 
union’s negotiations with Gen­ 
eral Motors, a weary Walter 
Reuther took a break in the bar­ 
gaining . Other men might have 
snared a drink or grabbed some 
sleep . But not the Detroit red­ 
head. 
Since he never works on just 
one cause at a time, he used 
the sp are half hour to p olish up 
another p roject which will con­ 
sume much of his energy long 
after the 
auto crises are his­ 
tory . 
He conferred with his talented 
ex ecutive assistant, Abe Blue- 
stone, on p lans and the final 
draft of a vast national p rogram 
sure to make headlines early 
nex t y ear. In the few minutes 
they had before going back into 
the conference—which ended in 
a mass strike— the two men 
v irtually comp leted what is now 
known as the “Statement of Po­ 
licy , Program and Structure of 
the Citizens Crusade Against 
Poverty — CCAP.” 
This action p rogram of the new 
organization now led by Reuther 
indicates that it is aimed at 
“ involving” 35 million low or 
no-income p eop le in a coast- 
to-coast movement. 
Last Tuesday (Oct. 13) weeks 
after that early morning touch­ 
ing up of what now is a nine- 
p age summons 
to 
action, 
Reuther flew into New York 
City . He went to an unoubli- 
cized CCAP conference in the 
Georgian Room of the Statler 
Hotel. 
The 
imp ortance 
to 
Reuther of this p arley and this 
movement became as obvious 
to insiders as would have been 
a Goldwater-Miller button in 
that hall. 
The conference was held while 
the General Motors strike was 
still on, the union’s negotiations 
with American Motors was at 
the crisis p oint, 
and other 
strikes were flaring in the auto 
and agricultural imp lement in­ 
dustries. 
Yet, after Reuther made the 
key note speech to the assembled 
economists such as Leon Key - 
serling, labor leaders and rep­ 
resentativ es of social agencies 
and civ il rights groups, he 
stay ed with the group the entire 
day . He did little other business. 
He did not ev en drop in on the 
Democratic 
campaign head­ 
quarters just a few floors 
away in the same hotel. 
To some observ ers, Reuther’s 
actions the other day were pre­ 
lude to what he plans to do with 
his immediate future. Once the 
auto union wage pacts are 


signed, he’ll be free on that 
front for another three y ears. 
And there will not be another 
p residential election until ’68 . 
These are vintage y ears for the 
fiery labor leader. And a study 
of'his action p rogram, char­ 
acteristically described by him 
as “ comp rehensive, coordi­ 
nated, 
coop erative,” rev eals 
the national scop e of his p lans. 
No later than February , the 
CCAP will call a national con­ 
ference to name its officials, 
set up a central headquarters 
and issue a formal p olicy . 
Undoubtedly Reuther’s p rov i­ 
sional p residency will be made 
p ermanent and he will take 
on a staff of organizers, econ­ 
omists and p ublicists. The na­ 
tional CCAP will op erate on a 
nation-wide level, but there will 
be state, regional and municip al 
units. Some of these will be 
entirely indep endent of the na­ 
tional “ structure” so they can 
lobby or p ush sp ecial p rograms 
of their own, all coordinated, 
advised and sup p lied with lit­ 
erature by the central office. 
This is sp elled out sp ecifi­ 
cally in the action strategy sub­ 
mitted by Reuther: 


“ For 
ex amp le, ” say s the 
document “ in a given city the 
Crusade 
(Conference) 
staff 
would meet with coop erating or­ 
ganizations 
and, with their 
agreement, organize a major 
concentration, on the p overty 
issue in that city . The academic 
social agency and other re­ 
sources of the city would be 
tap p ed to p rovide documented 
descrip tions of the local p ov­ 
erty p roblems and to p rep are 
other p ertinent materials...A 
major meeting, or a series of 
meetings involving as broad 
a base in the community as 
p ossible, might be arranged 
with national figures as fea­ 
tured sp eakers...” 
The p rogram sp eaks of result­ 
ing action in terms of the organ­ 
ization of tenants’ councils, 
neighborhood associations and 
self-help group s. 
However, 
such op erations are “ limited in 
scop e and aim,” say s the rep ort 
and “ there is therefore need for 
comp rehensive effort to develop 
new p rojects, staff them and 
make them ultimately self-suf­ 
ficient.” All this comes under 
the heading of “ Involvement 
of The Poor” in action group s 
across the land. Such a p roject 
will take money , and the auto 
union has p ledged a million dol­ 
lars to the CCAP. 
It is all reminiscent of the 
workers alliances and unem­ 
ploy ed leagues of the depres­ 
sion era—a decade when these 
groups won wide influence in the 
land.

He should be told to operate 
defensively. 
This advice came today from 
Robert M. Kelley, Kansas City 
Regional D irector for the U.S 
Labor Department’s Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Divi­ 
sions. 
Concerned about eight 
automobile 
accidents 
exper­ 
ienced by the personnel in his 
eight-state 
region 
this past 
year, Kelley has toitiated a 
safe-driving program 
based 
upon the principle of “ operating 
defensively.** 
“ Luckily,** he said, “ no one 
was injured. However, unless 
we all adhere to the principle _ 
‘of operating our m otor vehicles " 
defensively, our luck is going 
to play out.** 
The safe-driving program was 
developed by Ho ward J . Schulte, 
regional safety engineer. He 
pointed out that the operation 
of a motor vehicle in a defen­ 
sive manner is often referred 
to as “ defensive driving.*’ He 
prefers the use of the word 
“ operating** instead of“ driv- 
ing** to em phasize the d riv el's 
responsibility above and beyond 
the starting, steering, and stop­ 
ping of the automobile. 
In addition to driving safely, 
operating defensively Includes, 
Schulte said, the turning of the 
front wheels into the curb when 
parking on a downgrade, the 
avoidance of parking directly 
across a narrow stree t from a 
driveway 
entrance where the 
chances 
are 
great 
that the 
driver of the «‘other car*’ may 
back into our vehicle, the use 
of seat belts, and the turning 
on of headlights during the day­ 
tim e on two-lane highways to 
alert on-coming 
drivers 
to 


one’s presence. 
Schulte had these additional 
suggestions: 
To avoid an accident, a driver 
m ust anticipate accident-pro­ 
ducing circum stances. This re­ 
quires concentration in driving, 
anticipating mechanical failure 
or that the “ other driver»’ may 
be drunk, insane, color-blind, 
o r unfit to drive in other ways. 
A safe driver will assume 
that the vehicle ahead may 
stop suddenly, or turn without 
signaling, or that a pedestrian 
may step into his vehicle’s 
path. D rivers involved in acci­ 
dents will too frequently attempt 
to disclaim responsibility by 
saying: 
“ I never expected...’’ 
“ suddenly out of nowhere...’* 
or “ I figured the other guy 
woul,d...” 


D river Education Program s 
are needed to educate the driv­ 
ing public to an aw areness of 
the difference in tire traction 
on wet and dry surfaces, steer­ 
ing problem s, 
and required 
stopping distances. 
The individual who has never 
had an automobile accident may, 
nevertheless, need to correct 
his driving habits. His accident- 
free record may be due to his 
quick reactions and perfect eye­ 
sight but both attributes can 
deteriorate with age and bad 
driving habits can take their 
tolL

The Im portant tect to rem ain- 
e r about the new leaders Is that 
they were bom about the tim e 
of the Russian Revolution, and 
a re not the hard-core Bolshevik 
revolutionaries, most of them 
trained in exile, who took over 
from the C zar in 1917. Hie new 
men grew up after the revolu­ 
tion and have learned to adfuot 
to a more m odem feissla. 
Khrushchev was 23 years old 
at the tim e of the revriutton. 
Some of the new leaders w ere 
about three years old.Some had 
not even been bora. 
Khrushchev 
had his first 
showdown with the old Bolshe­ 
viks after Stalin Sled and it was 
a continuing haMte. lte teld me 
about it in som e detail when I 
interviewed him on the shores 
of the Black Sea in 1SU.

whom Khrushchev described a s

This brings 
the total of reporting hospitals 
to 1,000 to 1,200. 
All other hospitals and indivi­ 
dual members of the medical 
profession will be covered by 
the AMA reporting program. 
Continuing close liaison also 
will be maintained with the 
Food Protection Committee of 
the National Research Council, 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association, National Clearing 
House for Poison Control Cen­ 
ters, and other agencies with 
access to adverse reaction re­ 
ports. 
To facilitate the exchange of 
information with AMA, the FDA 
has agreed to adoprt the adverse 
reaction code and the reporting 
form devised by the AMA, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Norman DeNosa- 
quo, director of the Section on 
Adverse Reactions. Information 
will probably be exchanged on 
data-processing punch cards. 
Both organizations also have 
agreed to use the international 
classification of diseases in 
their coding, facilitating the 
work of the AMA which re­ 
ceives some adverse reaction 
reports from foreign countries. 
The AMA-FDA cooperation 
was called a necessary stop by 
Dr. Joseph F. Sadusk, recently- 
appointed medical director of 
the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion. Sp)eaking at a press con­ 
ference during the AMA annual 
convention in San Francisco in 
June, Dr. Sadusk said that plans 
for a government clearing house 
for drug information will be im­ 
plemented by the exchange of 
adverse reaction data. 
Cooperation “ is obviously in 
everyone's interest,” accord­ 
ing to Dr. Maxwell M. Win- 
trobe, Salt Lake City, chair­ 
man of the Section on Adverse 
Drug Reactions of the AMA 
Council on Drugs. “Lack of 
cooperation was unhealthy for 
everyone concerned. In the end 
the public, the pharmaceutical 
industry and the medical pro­ 
fession will benefit.” 
The prime missions of the 
Department of Drugs, says Dr. 
Weston, are: (1) to have avail­ 
able and readily retrievable 
significant 
information about 
drugs in use in America, or 
which might be used in Ameri­ 
ca, and (2) to disseminate this 
information as efficiently and 
promptly as px)sslble. 
In connection with these aims, 
Dr. Weston points out addi­ 
tionally that: (1) significant in­ 
formation about drugs include 
ALL information, not just ad­ 
verse reaction reports: (2) the 
burgeoning amount of informa­ 
tion makes adoption of data- 
processing techniques impera­ 
tive; and, (3) l^nes of communi­ 
cation with the'doctor will have 
to be constantly improved to 
insure a steady flow of drug 
data to him. 
The department's Drug Eval­ 
uation Section is charged with 
the task of seeing that all signi­ 
ficant information concerning 
all important new developments 
in drug therapy is put into the 
hands of physicians. 
Dr. Hugh H. Hussey, director 
of the AMA Division of Scienti- 
fice Activities, which includes 
the Department of Drugs, re­ 
cently pointed out that the AMA 
has an interest in a new drug” 
even at an early state, wher 
the results of early clinical 
trials appear to warrant more 
extensive trials, but when it 
is not yet known whether the 
new compound will become a 
new product.” 


Consequently, significant pub­ 
lished and unpublished infor­ 
mation about 
a new drug ob­ 
tained from m anufacturers or 
other sources, is processed by 
the Drug Evaluation Section. 
With the help of export con­ 
sultants the drug Is evaluated 
as to its actions, dosage, use­ 
fulness and safety. 
As in the Adverse Reactions 
Section, an official statem ent 
about the drug may be p re­ 
pared with the help of w riter 
scientists in the departm ent's 
Editorial Section, stating the 
consultants' opinions. As quick­ 
ly as possible the statem ent is 
published 
in 
the Council on 
Drugs column in the JOURNAL 
OF THE AMA, and is subse­ 
quently 
incorporated 
into a 
monograph 
on the drug pub­ 
lished in ‘‘New and Nonoffi­ 
cial D rugs,” a Council-spon­ 
sored annual volume which will 
be known by the sim pler name 
of ‘‘New Drugs” after next 
year. 
Another arm of the depart­ 
ment, the Nomenclature Sec­ 
tion, works on the problem of 
choosing 
suitable 
non-pro­ 
prietary (non-brand) nam es for 
new drugs. 
. ‘‘It Is of the utmost Im port­ 
ance,” Dr. Hussey says, ‘‘that 
a potential drug not become 
known 
by an 
inappropriate 
name, or even worse, by sev­ 
eral nam es, since this makes 
it extrem ely difficult to cor­ 
relate 
the 
information from 
create an alm ost hopuless sit­ 
uation for the practicing phy­ 
sician.” 
Accordingly, the Council u» 
Drugs encourages all manu­ 
facturers who have discovered 
a new drug to submit a p ro ­ 
posed 
non-proprietary name 
or names to the Department od 
Drugs. The names are referred 
to the United States Adopted 
Names (USAN) Council, a joint 
group of the American Medical 
Association, American P har­ 
maceutical Association, and the 
United States Pharmacopeia. 
The director of the Nomen­ 
clature Section acts as se c re ­ 
tary to the non-governmental 
USAN Council as it works out 
suitable drug names with the 
manufacturers. The proposed 
new drug names are then tra n s­ 
mitted to the World Health O r­ 
ganization, the B ritish P har­ 
macopeia 
Commission, the 
French Codex, the Nordic P har- 
macopoea, and other groups for 
their simultaneous considera­ 
tion. 
Each name which is adopHed 
is published in the New Names 
section of the JOURNAL OF 
THE AMA. The name also is 
used when and if the drug is 
admitted to the drug ‘‘bibles,” 
the United States Pharm acopeia 
and the Nationl Form ulary. 
Names are not made up in 
haphazard 
fashion. 
Guiding 
principles drafted by the USAN 
Council 
require that, 
among 
other things, a non-proprietary 
drug name should: (1) be dis­ 
tinctive in sound and spelling, 
and as conveniently short as 
pxjssible; 
(2) 
indicate 
the 
general 
pharmacological or 
therapeutic class of the sub­ 
stance; and, (3) in the case of 
new groups, embody a syllable 
or syllables characteristic of 
that group (as, for example, 
a penicillin should have the 


suffix -cillin in its name). 
The departm ent's Documenta­ 
tion Section employs 
skilled 
literature scientists who scan 
about 500 biomedical journals 
every month for articles on 
drugs. Using a system for in­ 
dexing key words, they clas­ 
sify 
articles 
according 
to 
specific drugs, drug class, di­ 
sease treated, or adverse reac­ 
tion. 
Information 
thus retrieved 
by the Documentation Section 
supplements existing index sy­ 
stem s to the world drug lite ra ­ 
ture, helps the Drug Evaluation 
Section in its task of preparing 
authoritative 
statem ents 
on 
drug therapy, and alerts the 
Adverse Reactions Section to 
reports that may eventually find 
adm ission to the Registry of 
Adverse Reactions. 
The skin, that outer covering 
of our bodies that engages us so 
much with its itches, blotches 
and blem ishes, also is the con­ 
cern of the Section 
of Cutan­ 
eous Health and Cosm etics, the 
sixth of the Drug D epartm ent's 


six sections. 
Briefly, the Section's obliga­ 
tions to the medical profession 
are to: 
--P rovide scientific inform a­ 
tion on preparations which are 
used on the skin. 
—Prom ote an understanding 
of the normal physiology of 
the skin—a full-sized job in 
itself in light of the vast amount 
of bio-m edical research de­ 
voted to the physiology of the 
skin. 
—Offer advice on the preven­ 
tion of cosmetic problem s re ­ 
sulting from physical and chem­ 
ical agents and stresses. 
—Recommend guidelines on 
the use of new experimental 
techniques in skin care. 
To reach the physician, the 
Cutaneous 
Health 
and Cos­ 
m etics Section has access to 
the JOURNAL OF THE AMA, 
and in addition is active in o r­ 
ganizing symposia and exhibits, 
and in preparing pamphlets and 
other pniblications. 
Problem s associated with the 
accumulation and dissem ina­ 
tion of significant information 
about drugs are manifest, and 
increasing 
every 
year, Dr. 
Weston declares. 
The venture into data process­ 
ing being undertaken by the Ad­ 
verse Reactions Section points 
the way for the rest of the de­ 
partm ent, he said. Although no 
system examined so far has 
been applied on a departm ent- 
wide basis, the search for a 
suitable system continues. 
But no information processing 
and retrieval system will be 
rçorth while unless the depart­ 
ment» j iila s of existing infor­ 
mation can be worked into it, 
according to Dr. Weston. 
‘‘This is going to give us a 
trem endous job of coding,” he 
said. ‘‘But we can’t ignore the 
excellent data in our files.” 
THE AMA has had an offi­ 
cial 
body interested in drugs 
ever since the Council on Drugs 
was organized as the Council on 
Pharm acy 
and Chem istry in 
1905. Data on drugs have been 
collected and filed over most of 
the 59 intervening years. 
While most drugs in use today 
have been discovered or syn­ 
thesized since the 1930s, Dr. 
Weston points out that ‘‘it isn’t 
unknown for a drug that has died 
out of 
the medical picture to 
come back when a new use for 
it is found.” 
Dr. Weston hopes to make the 
AMA ‘‘the major place where 
the medical profession will look 
for valid and factual information 
on drugs.” Council-spxmsored 
articles in the JOURNAL will 
continue, with experts furnish­ 
ing review articles from time 
to tim e on subjects relating 
to drugs and drug therapy. 
Publication of articles in other 
journals, 
perhaps 
specialty 
journals, also may be sought in 
order to broaden contact with 
the profession. 
Such direct 
communication 
with doctors is superior to other 
methods of delivering informa­ 
tion about drugs, Dr. Weston 
believes. 
Recent FDA requests that doc­ 
tors read the information cir­ 
culars enclosed in drug pack­ 
ages ignores one important fact, 
said Dr. Weston. ‘‘The pack­ 
age circular is a very indirect 
way of communicating signifi­ 
cant information about drugs,” 
he stated. 
“ The 
package 
circular is enclosed in the drug 
package, and it goes to the 
druggist rather than to the doc­ 
tor. The doctor never sees it 
unless he asks the pharm acist 
for it.” 
Is the doctor more likely to 
see the circular if it’s mailed 
directly to him by the drug 
manufacturer? 
“ The volume of mall the doc­ 
tors receive from drug firm s is 
phenomenal,” Dr. Weston re­ 
plies. “ Most of it is advertising, 
and much of this is handled by 
the doctor’s staff rather than by 
the doctor him self.” 
The FDA also recognizes the 
shortcom ings of the package 
circular as a purveyor of in­ 
formation to the doctor, accoril­ 
ing to Dr. Sadusk. At his San 
Francisco press conference he 
said the FDA is studying the 
possibility of using methods 
other than the packi ge insert. 
Finally, one more responsi­ 
bility is faced by the Department 
of Drugs. Responsibility to the

In a 20-m inute ad d ress from 
atop L en in 's Tomb, B rezhnev 
said “ som e people express dis­ 
quiet that the Soviet Union is 
far ahead of the United S tates” 
in space flight.

“ We a re pleased that the 
Soviet Union is ahead, but we do 
not consider cosm ic rese a rch 
a s som e kind of a race,” B rezh­ 
nev said.

shakable b asis of the Leninist 
principle of peaceful coexist­ 
en ce.” He called a reduction of 
international tension “ the only 
policy reasonable under mod­ 
ern co n d itio n s'' and said “ all 
honest people m ust ag ree. 
“ We stand fo r com plete d is­ 
arm am en t” and for strengthen­ 
ing the United N ations “ in the 
in te re sts of p eace,” B rezhnev 
said, adding: “ We stand for ef­ 
fective secu rity in E urope.”

He said the change in the 
Moscow high command means 
at least four things for A m eri­ 
cans:

Arthur was scheduled to lie- 
come no. I assistant to the new 
President, but at the very last 
minute someone went through 
his security file 
and he was 
eased out of Washington. 
— SENATOR’S SUICIDE— 
There was also the tragic case 
of Sen. L ester Hunt, Democrat 
of Wyoming, who shot himself 
when his son was arrested on 
a m orals charge by the Wash­ 
ington police. The book “ Advise 


and Consent,” was based par­ 
tially on this tragedy, but the 
novel had the facts completely 
cockeyed. 
I broke the unfortunate story 
and am fam iliar with how Hunt 
was threatened by the two Re­ 
publican 
Senators, 
the 
late 
Styles 
Bridges 
of 
New 
Hampshire and the late Herman 
Welker of Idaho, that they would 
reveal the facts regarding young 
Hunt unless the Senator, a pop­ 
ular Democrat, agreed not to 
run for reelection. 
Young Hunt had been arrested 
in the men’s room of Lafayette 
Park, a well known congregating 
point for homosexuals, but the 
case against him was not clear­ 
cut, and in any event he was a 
first offender. So the police did 
not press the m atter. 
Bridges and Welker, both Re­ 
publicans, dug up the facts, ac­ 
cused the police of covering up 
for a Democratic Senator, and 
told Hunt he would have to 
retire from the forthcoming 
Senate race. I published the 
facts regarding their threats. 
Sen. Hunt, upset over the brow­ 
beating by his two Republican 
colleagues and distressed over 
his son’s predicament, commit­ 
ted suicide. 
— PRICE OF SILENCE— 
The fact that Walter Jenkins 
was suffering from this problem 
was not known in Washington. 
His a rre st in 
1959 was not 
known, and examination of the 
police records as of today shows 
that the arre st was for “ loiter­ 
ing around the men’s room and 
behaving in a suspicious man­ 
ner” at the YMCA. If Jenkins 
had chosen to fight the charge 
instead of forfeiting collateral 
he would have been acquitted. 
Obviously any trial on such a 
charge, however, is em barras­ 
sing. 
The above probably explains 
why the 1959 incident did not 
become a m atter of any great 
moment on the Jenkins record. 
Jenkins, beyond any question, 
was one of the men closest to 
President Johnson. He was so 
devoted that he worked in his 
office every night until around 
midnight. Cabinet members and 
m em bers of the Administration 
frequently got calls from Jen­ 
kins as late as midnight. And in 
recent weeks, as the election 
campaign became more intense, 
Jenkins showed the marks of 
strain and exhaustion. 
Whatever led Jenkins to go 
over to the YMCA, just two 
blocks from the White House, 
at 8;30 o’clock on the night 
of Oct. 7, no one may ever 


know. But what is known is 
that if he had chosen to con­ 
test the second arre st he would 
have been acquitted, for the a r­ 
rest, as now admitted by the 
police, was based on conversa­ 
tion heard from over a transom 
in the basement of the YMCA. 
Contesting 
these 
cases ob­ 
viously is more em barrassing 
than forfeiting collateral, and 
Jenkins chose the latter a lte r­ 
native. 
Jenkins has six children, in­ 
cluding a daughter in M arquette 
University in Milwaukee and a 
son in a military academy near 
Baltimore. 
—FARM PROSPERITY— 


A significant report showing 
that price supports have added 
about $6 billion annually to 
the nation’s net farm income in 
the past three years has just 
been published by three mem ­ 
bers of the Senate A griculture 
Committee, Democrats George 
McGovern (S.C.) and Eugene 
McCarthy (Minn.), and Repub­ 
lican Milton Young (N.D.). 
The report, which also shows 
that government acreage con­ 
trols and price supports kept 
farm real estate values from 
“ falling several billion dollars 
a year,” was prepared by Dr. 
Walter Wilcox of the L ibrary 
of 
Congress, 
together 
with 
economists at Land Grant Uni­ 
versities and the Department of 
Agriculture. 
Significantly, 
Republican 
Young of North Dakota agreed 
with his two Democratic col­ 
leagues that the Kennedy-John­ 
son Administrations had done an 
outstanding job for agriculture. 
The report otherwise reveals 
that, due to Federal program s, 
net farm income in the last 
three years has been “ alm ost 
double what it would have been" 
and that net farm income this 
year, 1964, “ would be only half 
of its expected $12 billion," but 
for price supports.

The Washington Merry- Go-Round 
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Walter Reuther Launches Drive 
Aimed At Community Action by 
35 Million People 
New York:— At 4 a.m ., during 
the tense final hours of the auto 
union’s negotiations with Gen­ 
eral Motors, a weary W alter 
Reuther took a break in the bar­ 
gaining. Other men might have 
snared a drink or grabbed some 
sleep. But not the Detroit red­ 
head. 
Since he never works on just 
one cause at a tim e, he used 
the spare half hour to polish up 
another project which will con­ 
sume much of his energy long 
after the 
auto crise s are his­ 
tory. 


He conferred with his talented 
executive assistant, Abe Blue­ 
stone, on plans and the final 
draft of a vast national program 
sure to make headlines early 
next year. In the few minutes 
they had before going back into 
the conference—which ended in 
a mass strike— the two men 
virtually completed what is now' 
known as the “ Statement of Po­ 
licy, Program and Structure of 
the Citizens Crusade Against 
Poverty— CC AP." 
This action program of the new 
organization now led by Reuther 
indicates that it is aimed at 
“ involving" 35 million low or 
no-income people in a coast- 
to-coast movement. 
Last Tuesday (Oct. 13) weeks 
after that early morning touch­ 
ing up of what now is a nine- 
page summons 
to 
action, 
Reuther 
flew 
into New York 
City. He went to an unuubli- 
cized CCAP conference in the 
Georgian Room of the Statler 
Hotel. 
The 
im portance 
to 
Reuther of this parley and this 
movement became as obvious 
to insiders as would have been 
a Goldwater-M iller button in 
that hall. 
The conference was held while 
the General Motors strike was 
still on, the union’s negotiations 
with American Motors was at 
the crisis 
point, 
and 
other 
strikes were flaring in the auto 
and agricultural implement in­ 
dustries. 
Yet, after Reuther made the 
keynote speech to the assem bled 
economists such as Leon Key- 
serling, labor leaders and rep­ 
resentatives of social agencies 
and 
civil 
rights groups, he 
stayed with the group the entire 
day. He did little other business. 
He did not even drop in on the 
Democratic 
campaign 
head­ 
quarters 
just 
a 
few floors 
away in the same hotel. 
To some observers, Reuther’s 
actions the other day were p re ­ 
lude to what he plans to do with 
his immediate future. Once the 
auto 
union 
wage 
pacts are 


signed, he’ll lie free on that 
front for another three years. 
And there will not be another 
presidential election until '68. 
These are vintage years for the 
fiery labor leader. And a study 
of' his action program , char­ 
acteristically described by him 
as 
“ com prehensive, 
coordi­ 
nated, 
cooperative,’’ 
reveals 
the national scope of his plans. 
No la ter tlian February, the 
CCAP will call a national con­ 
ference to name its officials, 
set up a central headquarters 
and issue a form al policy. 
Undoubtedly Reuther’s provi­ 
sional presidency will be made 
perm anent and he will take 
on a staff of organizers, econ­ 
om ists and publicists. The na­ 
tional CCAP will operate on a 
nation-wide level, but there will 
be state, regional and municipal 
units. Some of these will be 
entirely Independent of the na­ 
tional “ stru ctu re” so they can 
lobby or push special program s 
of their own, all coordinated, 
advised and supplied with lit­ 
era tu re by the central office. 
This is spelled out specifi­ 
cally in the action strategy sub­ 
mitted by Reuther: 


“ For 
example, ” says

document “ in a given city the 
Crusade 
(Conference)

would meet with cooperating o r­ 
ganizations 
and,

agreem ent, organize a m ajor 
concentration, on the poverty 
issue in that city. The academic

and other r e ­ 
sources of the city would be 
tapped to provide documented 
descriptions of the local pov­ 
erty problem s and to prepare 
other pertinent m aterials...A 
m ajor meeting, or a series of 
meetings involving as broad 
a base in the community as 
possible, 
might be arranged 
with national figures as fea­ 
tured sp eak ers...” 
The program speaks of resu lt­ 
ing action in term s of the organ­ 
ization 
of 
tenants’ councils, 
neighborhood associations and 
self-help groups. 
However, 
such operations are “ lim itedin 
scope and aim ," says the report 
and “ there is therefore need for 
com prehensive effort to develop 
new projects, staff them and 
make them ultim ately self-suf­ 
ficient." All this comes under 
the heading of “ Involvement 
of The Poor” in action groups 
acro ss the land. Such a project 
will take money, and the auto 
union has pledged a million dol­ 
la rs to the CCAP.

Concerned about eight 
automobile 
accidents 
exper­ 
ienced by the personnel in his 
eight-state 
region 
this past 
year, Kelley 
hee 
Initiated a 
safe-driving program 
based 
upon the principle of "operating 
defensively." 
"L uckily," he said, “ no one 
was injured. However, unless 
we all adhere to the principle 
‘of operating our motor vehicles “ 
defensively, our luck is going 
to play out." 
The safe-driving program was 
developed by Howard J. Schulte, 
regional safety engineer. He 
pointed out that the operation 
of a motor vehicle in a defen­ 
sive m anner is often referred 
to as “ defensive driving." He 
prefers the use of the word 
“ operating" instead of “ driv­ 
ing" to em phasize the driver's 
responsibility above and beyond 
the starting, steering, and stop­ 
ping of the automobile. 
In addition to driving safely, 
operating defensively includes, 
Schulte said, the turning of the 
front wheels into the curb when 
parking on a downgrade, the 
avoidance of parking directly 
across a narrow street from a 
driveway 
entrance where the 
chances 
are 
great 
that the 
driver of the “ other car" may 
back into our vehicle, the use 
of seat belts, and the turning 
on of headlights during the day­ 
time on two-lane highways to 
alert on-coming 
drivers 
to 


one’s presence. 
Schulte had these additional 
suggestions; 
To avoid an accident, a driver 
must anticipate accident-pro­ 
ducing circum stances. This re­ 
quires concentration in driving, 
anticipating mechanical failure 
or that the “ other d river" may 
be drunk, insane, color-blind, 
or unfit to drive in other ways. 
A safe driver will assume 
that the vehicle ahead may 
stop suddenly, or turn without 
signaling, or that a pedestrian 
may step into his vehicle’s 
path. D rivers involved in acci­ 
dents will too frequently attempt 
to disclaim responsibility by 
saying: 
"I never expected..." 
“ suddenly out of now here..." 
or “ I figured the other guy 
wou(ji..." 


D river Education Program s 
are needed to educate the driv­ 
ing public to an aw areness of 
the difference in tire traction 
on wet and dry surfaces, ste er­ 
ing problem s, 
and required 
stopping distances. 
The Individual who has never 
had an automobile accident may, 
nevertheless, need to correct 
his driving habits. His accident- 
free record may be due to his 
quick reactions and perfect eye­ 
sight but both attributes can 
deteriorate with age and liad 
driving habits can take their 
toll.

The important filet to rem#ru­ 
er about the new leader* is that 
they were born about the time 
of the Russian Revolution, and 
are not the hardcore Bolshevik 
revolutionaries, most of them 
trained in exile, who took over 
from the Czar in 1917.

Khrushchev was 23 years old 
at the time of the revolution.

Hi told me 
about it in some detail when I 
interviewed him on the shores 
of the Black Sea in IMI.

was the attempt by M. Molotov, 
whom Khrushchev described as 
"the big man around the Krem­ 
lin** to euchre Khrushchev out 
of power in 1957.

remarked that

had died. R was a very pleas­ 
ant experience. I don't mind

New Concept 
In Heating 


H ere's a new word for your 
heating vocabulary — electro- 
hydronics. It has been aptly de* 
scribed as a marriage between 
hydronic and electric heating, 
with electricity as the fuel and 
water providing tile radiation 
medium. 
Methods of providing electro- 
hydronic heating'vary widely, 
reports the Plumbing-Heating* 
Cooling 
Information 
Bureau. 
Some use a regular boiler (elec­ 
trically - fired) 
from 
which 
hot water is circulated 
to 
room radiators in the conven­ 
tional manner. This method dif­ 
fers from conventional hydron­ 
ic system s only in the type of 
fuel used — electricity. One 
such system uses large, insu­ 
lated tanks to store up hot wat­ 
er during "off-peak** kilowatt 
hours late at night — when (in 
many areas) electricity costs 
less—for use in the heating sys­ 
tem the next day.

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Doctors Who P rescri be Drugs 
HaveWide Variety to Choose

CHICAGO — The doctor who 
prescribes drugs has a vast 
number to choose from, rang­ 
ing from acetanilid to zoxa- 
aolamine. 
New drugs are added to the list 
every week, and new uses are 
found for old drugs from time 
to time. 
How can a physician know 
all he needs to know about 
the actions, usefulness, dosage 
and safety of these pharma­ 
ceutical products? 
In addition to his own train­ 
ing 
and 
experience, 
major 
sources of Information are the 
American Medical Association, 
the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion, and the pharmaceutical 
manufacturers. 
Of the three groups, the AMA 
has the closest liaison with the 
physician, and the medical o r­ 
ganization 
is 
devoting 
its 
largest department to improv­ 
ing the quality and flow of drug 
information. 
Under a new director, Dr. 
Jean Weston, the AMA Depart­ 
ment of Drugs is moving swiftly 
to adapt modern data-process­ 
ing techniques to its operation. 
Dr. Weston, an articulate man 
who holds both an M. D. and 
a Ph. D., moved into the AMA 
post this year. He has a variety 
of experience in pharmacology-, 
clinical investigation, and ad­ 
ministration. 
To avoid duplication, Informa­ 
tion on drugs and drug therapy 
will be exchanged with the Food 
and Drug Administration under 
a new program of AMA-FDA 
cooperation which Dr. Weston 
hopes will expand in the future. 
More 
communication 
and 
cooperation with the pharma­ 
ceutical industry also will be 
sought to insure a continuing 
steady flow of information on 
new drugs before they reach 
the market. 
The FDA and the AMA have 
various 
and 
sometimes dif­ 
ferent 
avenues for obtainin' 
pertinent information on drugs, 
Dr. Weston pointed out. Since 
the responsibilities of both or­ 
ganizations to the public and 
the medical profession overlap 
to some extent, cooperation 
should be as full as possible 
in such areas as drug infor­ 
mation, he said. 
“ But,” he cautioned, “ we must 
always be cognizant of the fact 
that we are interested in drug 
formation from two different 
lints. The FDA is prlm- 
aril^coiMcemed with regulation, 
whereas lour concern is the edu­ 
cation of! the physician. Some­ 
times, cooperate as we may, 
we will I have differences of 
opinion la s to what we think 
about cfllrtaln drugs.” 
The kefy area of cooperation for 
the present is that of adverse 
reactif/ns. In medical parlance, 
a patient's reaction to a drug 
is considered to be adverse if 
administration of the medica­ 
tion does more harm than good. 
Adverse reactions maybe toxic, 
in which case they are usually 
related to dosage and some­ 
times can be anticipated, or 
allergic, in which case they may 
develop without warning after 
even tiny doses of a drug. 
It was the harm done by the 
drug thalidomide which touched 
off much of the recent gov­ 
ernmental action in the phar­ 
maceutical field, and led to 
public pressure for more regu­ 
lation. 
Also as a result of the “ post- 
thalidomide climate,” the Ad­ 
verse Reactions Section of the 
Department of Drugs -- one of 
six departmental sections — 
gained in import. 
The Section coordinates and 
administers the AMA Central 
Registry of Adverse Reactions 
to Drugs and Chemicals, an 
“ early warning system” for 
the guidance of American phy­ 
sicians in prescribing drugs for 
patients. The present Registry 
was expanded last year from 
the already existing Registry 
on Blood Dyscrasias, a pro- 
-gram undertaken in the 1950s 
to collect, tabulate and dis­ 
seminate information on blood 
disorders caused by drugs. 
The Registry today: 
—Acquires information fur­ 
nished voluntarily by doctors, 
hospitals and other sources on 
possible reactions to drugs, 
pesticides, and household and 
economic chemicals. 
—Evaluates the reports with 
the ald of expert consultants 
in the fields of allergy, clini­ 
cal 
pharmacology, dermato­ 
logy, gastroenterology, hema­ 
tology, 
household - economic 
chemicals, nephrology, neuro- 
. psychiatry, and pediatrics. 
^ —Informs 
the 
profession 
pfiamptly, through articles in 
theTjipURNAL OF THE AMA 
tfirt cumber publications of the 
nature pnd significance of reac­ 
tions to* potentially toxic agents. 
In the Registry and other mat­ 
ters, employees of the Depart­ 
ment of Drugs and its various 
sections act a s staff members 
to the Council on Drugs, a 
body of physicians appointed 
annually by the AMA Board 
of 
Trustees. Many 
Council 
members 
are, in their own 


right, 
experts on 
drugs and 
their applications. Reports re ­ 
lating to drugs are examined by 
the Council members, and the 
Council as a whole must ap­ 
prove articles 
prepared for 
publication in the JOURNAL 
and 
other 
outlets. 
Council 
chairman Is Dr. Harry F. Dowl­ 
ing, professor of medicine and 
head of the Dejartment of Medi­ 
cine at the University of Illi­ 
nois 
College 
of 
Medicine, 
Chicago. 
Dr. 
Dowling is a 
recognized 
authority on 
the 
sulfonamides and antibiotics. 
Under 
the 
new AMA-FDA 
cooperative policy, the FDA will 
continue 
to receive adverse 
reactions reports from many 
federal hospitals as it does now. 
But the government agency will 
expand its reporting program 
to include university hospitals 
with 300 to 500 beds. This brings 
the total of reporting hospitals 
to 1,000 to 1,200. 
All other hospitals and indivi­ 
dual members of the medical 
profession will be covered by 
the AMA reporting program. 
Continuing close liaison also 
will be maintained with the 
Food Protection Committee of 
the National Research Council, 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association, National Clearing 
House for Poison Control Cen­ 
ters, and other agencies with 
access to adverse reaction re­ 
ports. 
To facilitate the exchange of 
information with AMA, the FDA 
has agreed to adopt the adverse 
reaction code and the reporting 
form devised by the AMA, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Norman DeNosa- 
quo, directer of the Section on 
Adverse Reactions. Information 
will probably be exchanged on 
data-processing 
jxmch cards. 
Both organizations also have 
agreed to use the international 
classification of diseases in 
their coding, facilitating the 
work of the AMA which re ­ 
ceives some adverse reaction 
reports from foreign countries. 
The 
AMA-FDA cooperation 
was called a necessary stop by 
Dr. Joseph F. Sadusk, recently- 
appoiri’ted medical director of 
the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion. Speaking at a press con­ 
ference during the AMA annual 
convention in San Francisco in 
June, Dr. Sadusk said that plans 
for a government clearinghouse 
for drug information will be Im - 
plemented by the exchange of 
adverse reaction data. 
Cooperation “ is obviously in 
everyone’s interest,” accord­ 
ing to Dr. Maxwell M. Win- 
trobe, Salt Lake City, chair­ 
man of the Section on Adverse 
Drug Reactions of the AMA 
Council on Drugs. “ Lack of 
cooperation was unhealthy for 
everyone concerned. In the end 
the {jubile, the pharmaceutical 
industry and the medical pro­ 
fession will benefit.” 
The prime missions of the 
Department of Drugs, says Dr. 
Weston, are: (I) to have avail­ 
able and readily retrievable 
significant 
information about 
drugs in use in America, or 
which might be used in Ameri­ 
ca, and (2) to disseminate this 
information as efficiently and 
promptly as possible. 
In connection with these aims, 
Dr. 
Weston pxiints >ut addi­ 
tionally that: (I) significant in­ 
formation about drugs include 
ALL information, not just ad­ 
verse reaction reports: (2) the 
burgeoning amount of informa­ 
tion makes adoption of data- 
processing techniques impera­ 
tive; and, (3) lines of communi­ 
cation with the'doctor will have 
to be constantly improved to 
insure a steady flow of drug 
data to him. 
The department’s Drug Eval­ 
uation Section is charged with 
the task of seeing that all signi­ 
ficant information concerning 
all important new developments 
in drug therapy is put into the 
hands of physicians. 
Dr. Hugh H. Hussey, director 
of the AMA Division of Scienti­ 
f i c Activities, which includes 
the Department of Drugs, re­ 
cently pointed out that the AMA 
has an interest in a new drug” 
even at an early state, wher 
the results of early clinical 
trials appear to warrant more 
extensive trials, but when it 
is not yet known whether the 
new compound will become a 
new product.” 
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Consequently, significant pub­ 
lished and unpublished infor­ 
mation about 
a new drug ob­ 
tained from m anufacturers or 
other sources, Is processed by 
the Drug Evaluation .Section. 
With the help of expert con­ 
sultants the drug is evaluated 
as to its actions, dosage, u se­ 
fulness and safety. 
As in the Adverse Reactions 
Section, an official statement 
about the drug may 1>e p re­ 
pared with the help of w riter 
scientists in the department’s 
Editorial Section, stating the 
consultants’ opinions. As quick­ 
ly as pjossible the statement is 
published 
in 
the Council on 
Drugs column In the JOURNAL 
OF THE AMA, and Is subse­ 
quently 
incorporated 
into a 
monograph 
on 
the drug pub­ 
lished in “ New and Nonoffi­ 
cial D rugs,” a Council-spon­ 
sored annual volume which will 
be known by the sim pler name 
of “ New Drugs” after next 
yea r. 
Another arm of the dejxirt- 
ment, the Nomenclature Sec­ 
tion, works on the problem of 
choosing 
suitable 
non-pro­ 
prietary (non-brand) names for 
new drugs. 
“ It Is of the utmost im port­ 
ance,” Dr. Hussey says, “ that 
a 
potential drug not become 
known 
by an 
Inappropriate 
name, or even worse, by sev­ 
eral names, since this makes 
it extrem ely difficult to co r­ 
relate 
the 
Information from 
create an almost hopeless s it­ 
uation for the p ra n c in g phy­ 
sician.’’ 
Accordingly, the Council oi* 
Drugs encourages all manu­ 
facturers who have discovered 
a new drug to submit a p ro­ 
posed 
non-proprietary name 
or names to the Department od 
Drugs. The names are referred 
to the United States Adopted 
Names (USAN) Council, a joint 
group of the American Medical 
Association, American P har­ 
maceutical Association, and the 
United States Ptiarmacopjeia. 
The director of the Nomen­ 
clature Section acts as se c re ­ 
tary to the non-governmental 
USAN Council as it works out 
suitable drug names with the 
m anufacturers. The proposed 
new drug names are then tra n s­ 
mitted to the World Health O r­ 
ganization, the British P har­ 
macopoeia 
Commission, the 
French Codex, the Nordic P har- 
maropoea, and other groups for 
their simultaneous considera­ 
tion. 
Each name which is adopted 
is published in the New Names 
section of the JOURNAL OF 
THE AMA. The name also is 
used when and if the drug is 
adm itted to the drug “ bibles,” 
the United States Pharmacopoeia 
and the Nation! Form ulary. 
Names are not made up in 
haphazard 
fashion. 
Guiding 
principles drafted by the USAN 
Council 
require that, 
among 
other things, a non-proprietary 
drug name should: (I) be d is­ 
tinctive in sound and spelling, 
and as conveniently short as 
poossible; 
(2) 
indicate 
the 
general 
pharmacological or 
therapeutic class of the sub­ 
stance; and, (3) in the case of 
new groups, embody a syllable 
or syllables characteristic of 
that group (as, for example, 
a penicillin should have the 
suffix -cillin in its name). 
The depoartment’s Documenta­ 
tion Section employs 
skilled 
literature scientists who scan 
about 500 biomedical journals 
every month for articles on 
drugs. Using a system for in­ 
dexing key words, they clas­ 
sify 
articles 
according 
to 
specific drugs, drug class, di­ 
sease treated, or adverse rea c­ 
tion. 
Information 
thus retrieved 
by the Documentation Section 
supplements existing index sy­ 
stem s to the world drug lite ra ­ 
ture, helps the Drug Evaluation 
Section in Its task of preparing 
authoritative 
statements 
on 
drug therapy, and alerts the 
Adverse Reactions Section to 
reports that may eventually find 
adm ission to the Registry of 
Adverse Reactions. 
The skin, that outer covering 
of our ladies that engages us so 
much with its itches, blotches 
and blem ishes, also is the con­ 
cern of the Section 
of Cutan­ 
eous Health and Cosmetics, the 
sixth of the Drug Department’s 


six sections. 
Briefly, the Section’s obliga­ 
tions to the medical profession 
are to: 
--Provide scientific inform a­ 
tion on preparations which are 
used on the skin. 
--Prom ote an understanding 
of the normal physiology of 
the skin--a full-sized job in 
itself in light of the vast amount 
of blo-medical 
research de­ 
voted to the physiology of the 
skin. 
--O ffer advice on the preven­ 
tion of cosmetic problem s re ­ 
sulting from physical and chem­ 
ical agents and stresses. 
--Recommend guidelines on 
the use of new experimental 
techniques in skin care. 
To reach the physician, the 
Cutaneous 
Health 
and Cos­ 
metics Section has access to 
the JOURNAL OF THE AMA, 
and In addition Is active in o r­ 
ganizing symposia and exhibits, 
and in preparing pamphlets and 
other publications. 
Problems associated with the 
accumulation and dissem ina­ 
tion of significant information 
aleut drugs are manifest, and 
increasing 
every 
year, Dr. 
Weston declares. 
The venture into data process­ 
ing being undertaken by the Ad­ 
verse Reactions Section feints 
the way for the rest of the de­ 
partm ent, he said. Although no 
system examined so far has 
been appalled on a department - 
wide basis, the search for a 
suitable system continues. 
But no information processing 
and retrieval system will Ie 
yorth while unless the depart­ 
m e n ts files of existing infor­ 
mation can t>e worked into it, 
according to Dr. Weston. 
“ This Is going to give us a 
trem endous job of coding,” he 
said. “ But we can’t ignore the 
excellent data in our files.” 
THE AMA has had an offi­ 
cial 
body interested in drugs 
ever since the Council on Drugs 
was organized as the Council on 
Pharmacy 
and Chem istry in 
1905. Data on drugs have been 
collected and filed over most of 
the 59 intervening years. 
While most drugs in use today 
have l>een discovered or syn­ 
thesized since the 1930s, Dr. 
W’eston {Joints out that “ it Isn’t 
unknown for a drug that has died 
out of 
the medical picture to 
come back when a new use for 
it is found.” 
Dr. Weston hopes to make the 
AMA “ the major place where 
the medical profession will look 
for valid and factual information 
on drugs.” Council-spxmsored 
articles In the JOURNAL will 
continue, with experts furnish­ 
ing review articles from time 
to time on subjects relating 
to drugs and drug therapy.

The doctor never sees it 
unless he asks the pharm acist 
for it.” 
Is the doctor more likely to 
see the circular if it’s mailed 
directly to him by the drug 
manufacturer? 
“ The volume of mail the doc­ 
tors receive from drug firm s is 
phenomenal,” Dr. Weston re­ 
plies. “ Most of it is advertising, 
and much of this is handled by 
the doctor’s staff rather than by 
the doctor him self.” 
The FDA also recognizes the 
shortcomings of the package 
circular as a purveyor of in­ 
formation to the doctor, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Sadusk. At his San 
F rancisco press conference he 
said the FDA is studying the 
possibility of using methods 
other than the pack: ge insert.

First Eight Months of Child 
Life Determine Character 


JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
The first eight of IO months of 
a child's life may determ ine 
whether lie becomes a normal 
person or is afflicted with se ri­ 
ous personality disturbances, 
according to Dr. Jam esS ussex, 
chairm an of the department of 
psychiatry at the University of 
Alabama 
Medical School. He 
told the Missouri Association 
for Mental Health Friday night 
the critical period is “ woefully 
and frighteningly sh o rt." 
“ There is an increa sing body 
of evidence," he said, “ that 
many of the serious personality 
disturbances which culminate 
in chronic delinquent!} 
a n d 
crim inality a re the result 
of 
severe deprivation of normal 
mothering 
in 
tile 
first 
few 
months of a child's life. . . 
“ If a child does not have tile 
opportunity for normal mother­ 
ing 
in 
the first eight or IO 
months of his life, with the 
chance to learn from the moth­ 
ering person during that period 
the rudiments of mean 
ful re ­ 
lationships, there is 
rea­ 
son to believe that 
ut ire 
future personality is 
/p e d ." 
He suggested pre-natal coun­ 
seling could help mothers and 
well baby clinics could help de­ 
tect children not getting ade­ 
quate mothering. 
Dr. Sussex said most parents 
help their children learn howto 
cope with life's problem s but 
some “ grow up in circum stanc­ 
es of 
emotional 
deprivation, 
with little o r no opportunity for 
experiences which lead to in­ 
tellectual curiosity, 
cultural 
growth and increased capacity 
for social living. 


“ If they happen to have some 
spark of initiative, children sub. 
ject to such deprivation may re ­ 
bel at their plight and claw their 
way out of their deadening back 
grounds. At best, their rebel­ 
lion may lead to their becoming 
productive citizens. 
“ All too frequently, however, 
their rebellion leads toward a 
crim inal way of life."
